My Loap;—tI have endeavoured to show that there can be no real 


apprehension of danger to the Christian character of the legislation of 
this country by the admission of Jews to the Commons’ House of Par- 


hitherto developed itself, or whether, indeed, the full—or an appreciation 


approaching in a remote degree to the full—perception of what Christian 


legislation should be, has ever been attained or comprehended by those 
who have borne the title of Christian legislators. When the professors 


of a religion have failed to associate with their general policy the high 


principles which their religious convictions should inspire, and when, 
indeed, no such association is to be traced, there can be but little fear 


of a worse result, following counsel being taken of an earnest and con- | 
scientious seeker after truth of any creed, whose desire for the well- | 
being of his country must be bound up with every personal advantage, 


and with all his higher aspirations. I have endeavoured to shew that.all 
fear felt, or affected to be felt, from attacks upon the Christian religion 
by Jews, as members of the legislature, is without the slightest founda- 


tion in reason, and is opposed to the experience which has been acquired 


from the past conduct of the Jews when in the possession of office; 
their uniform career having been of the most conciliatory and unsecta- 


rian character, with rather a too-favourable leaning to the opinions and 
- customs of the country, than of any antagonism to, or irreverent con- 


tempt of, the doctrines and ceremoniou’ observances of that religion. _ 
[| would now remark upon another argument put forward by your 
Lordship in your address, and which has as little foundation upon which 
to base an opposition, as either of the other assertions made. Your 
Lordship appears to regard the measure of Jewish relief to have been 
accorded by the bill introduced by the government, as uncalled for, 
popular voice,” 
to use your Lordship’s own words, ‘‘in truth, was neither on the one 
side nor the other;”” and then the number of petitions, with the signa- 
tures attached, are cited as proof of this, and a test of opinion sought 
for with some trouble that might have been far more readily attained 
Your Lordship knows well enough, that in 
taking into consideration the value of petitions, or the number of the 
petitioners, there are many things to be regarded which do not appear 


on the first glance, and that there is always a large class, especially of 


what is termed the . religious world, ready to attach their names to peti- 
tions on any subject, for or against any matter to which their attention 
may be directed and their apprehension aroused, and for which their 
names may be required ; and their signatures are worth as much, and 
indicate as much the requirements of the age, and the intelligence and 
mental character of the active principle moving the masses of this coun- 
try, as would the like manifestations from cells of monks, or from the 


_ equally secluded inmates of the various nunneries and religious houses, 


indicate the wants and necessities of the out-door world of life and 


industry which they might affect to understand. There is a large class 


in this country so little understanding the nature of Protestantism, so 


little entering into the spirit of that real protesting against the usurpa- 


tion of the rights of conscience, whether indulged in by priest or lay- 
man, as willingly to bow their assent at the dictation of a parish clergy- 
man, and to fancy themselves the professors and holders of opinions 
with which the mind has had about as much to do as though they had 
long since forsworn its use; whose faith is pinned to the sleeve of some 


pastor or religious master, and whose minds are no more awakened to | 


the glorious liberty of religious freedom, than if we were now over- 
shadowed by the gloom of the middle ages. How many of the 42,285 
persons who signed the petitions against the bill for the alteration of 
oaths, etc., does your Lordship believe understood the nature of the 
question, or the character of the religion they were opposing, or of that 
they no doubt believed they were supporting? From how many Sunday

| the minister of the parish or chapel, after passionate appeals to the 


feelings? But why waste time on the consideration of the question of 


petitions or signatures? There is, as I have said, afar better test of 


public opinion.

numerously signed could have given to the cause? No, no, my lord, 
petitions sink into insignificance against the importance of such a return 


as that which has repeatedly manifested the feeling of this country— _ 
_ proving the popular voice of this country to be on the side of those who 


would free all men from the trammels which unconscientious sectarianism 
has fastened about the exercise of religious convictions. The continued 
return of Baron Rothschild, in opposition to the adverse votes of your 


lordship’s house, is a stronger proof of the public opinion than a single | 


election could have evidenced. The citizens of the metropolis are 


deprived of one of their representatives at a time when his absence can _ 


be little spared from the house; and this deprivation is assented to, 
rather than the principle should be forsaken, or for'the moment yielded 
up, for which you, my lord, say there is no indication of popular opinion 
in its favour. ‘There is another means at hand for disproving your 
assertion that the people are apathetic upon the matter. We rarely find 
the liberalism of the House of Commons to be very farin advance of 
the constituencies sending members. It is seldom that public opinion 
without doors is in the rear of opinions entertained within the walls of 
Parliament; and the repeated majorities with which the Jewish relief bills 


| haye been passed indicate clearly, not so much the convictions of the 


members who have voted for the amelioration of the social condition of 
the Jew, as of the large constituencies by which those honorable geatle-. 


men were sent to aid in the cause of general progress, and of their being 


also in favour of social and religious emancipation, In all cases where 
the greater intelligence of the towns and larger boroughs has had an un- 
restrained influence, that influence is seen in the part taken by the 
representative. There is not, I believe, a large constituency throughout 
the country—perhaps even in cathedral towns—which -would not, if 
fairly polled, shew a majority in favour of this measure of Christian 
and of religious freedom. From the unequivocal votes of the House of 
Commons, no assent can fairly be withheld to the enquiry, as to what 


part in this question the great majority of the country take ; and against 
such proof as this of the feelings of large masses of our fellow-men, 


the petitions for or against the measure sink into insignificance, and 
the arguments drawn from them become equally ridiculous. 

My lord, you draw an argument from the paucity of petitions in 
favor of the bill. There is another argument against the admission of 
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your countrymen of the Jewish faith to the House of Commons, drawn 


from the comparative smallness of the number of religionists he is sup- 


pesed to represent. ‘The Jews are not, politically speaking; persons 
either to fear or propitiate,” and this, which may be the reason why so 
many adverse votes have been come to im the House against them, you 
value, because it strips the question of all unnecessary associations, and 
leaves it one of pure principle, and principle only. To this partof the 
subject I may address myself in my next letter, and I shall then endea- 
vour to ascertain what amount of principle there is in such an opposition 
as that now given to this question. |

INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE. 


WE gave, in a late number of the Chronicle, an eloquent appeal, by the 
pen of M. Carvalho, in favour of a Jewish congress, from the columns 
of L’ Univers Israélite for May.

Narbonne, February 18th, 1853.

[have just, for “some time, I hope, pitched here a tent for the sons of - 
Jacob. May the name of the Eternal, so long forgotten in these walls, again 


become a source of blessing to this country. 

The climate of Narbonne differs not much from that of Jerusalem ; the 
olive-tree also grows here in abundance, and the golden leaves and branches 
of the vine recall, by their dimension and quality, the marvellous grapes of 
Canaan. From the beginning of the dispersion a Jewish colony had been 
settled at Narbonne. A great number of Jews lived here during the time of 
Sidonius Apollinarius, about the middle of the fifth century. A council held 
in thistown, about theend of the sixth century, ordered them to inter their dead 
without psalmody. In 911, the mills of the town belonged to them. During 
_ the eleventh century they formed a notable part of the population ; their 

schools enjoyed a high celebrity, and their Rabbies acquired great repute for 
learning and eloquence. Their chief even bore the title of king. The 
archives of L’ Hotel de Ville (town-house) state, that the house of the kin 
of the Jews was sold, in the year 1307, to establish the consulship of the

In the Museum of the town is to be seen a monumental inscription in 
Hebrew, of which M. du Mige has published a Latin translation, which is 
rendered thus: “In the year 5000, during the month of Tebeth, has been 
granted the construction of a temple, an arch and an enclosure on the east 
side. God has restored to us the Sabbath, and has put an end to our dis-. 
‘persion, as it is written, ‘Thy God will gather thee from the midst of the

If for you the founder of Christianity is a god, for me he is a sublime Jew, 
whose providential mission had for its aim the spreading of the knowledge of 
the Eternal among all the nations of the earth: a knowledge, in my opinion, 
confused, adulterated, mixed with a creed which I cannot at all share; but 
without which, [ am convinced, the ideas of infinity and perfection could 
never have penetrated through the thick cover of Pagan idolatry or savage 
fetichism, | 

Wait only till the human mind has still farther advanced in its progressive 
ascent, and you will see that the most civilised nations will at first abandon 
Catholicism—which includes the greatest part of the necessary adulteration 
to which I allude—in order to re-ascend towards the most pure source.

glory of Almighty God. This pious deed would have been proclaimed with the 
éclat that it merits, and in the presence of many of our influential brethren, 
-as well as of our Christian friends, but circumstances would not allow it, as 
the building is to be completed by our next festivals. Brethren of the 
Birmingham New Hebrew Congregation, this will ever be a most memorable 
day to you. You are this day consummating a sublime deed, which will be 
an honour to you through life, and a consolation in your last moments, as it 
will carry with it its reward hereafter. You will have the delight of telling 
your offspring, when pointing to this sacred building, ‘ This is some of 
my work’; and your children will with pride say, when they contemplate 
this edifice, ‘My father has been labouring for this.’ This reward you will 
most assuredly receive. It is a great consolation to think, and thankful we 
ought to be, considering our position among the nations of the earth, that 
we live in a happy and glorious land, in which our religion is not only tole- 
rated, but respected and honoured; nay, that millions of our Christian 
brethren are labouring hard to break the last link of intolerance and bigotry. 
Our nation, my friends, have ever been the first in erecting places of worship 
to our God: thus Abraham erected altars in divers places where God had 
_ appeared to him, Jacob consecrated the stone which served him for a pillow 

while he had the mysterious dream of the ladder. We may form some idea 
of the general advantages of the services of a place of worship, from the 
estimation in which they always have been held by the best and wisest of 
men. David was remarkable for the value he set on public worship. ‘ As 
for me,’ he said, ‘I will come into thy house, in the multitude of thy mercy ; 
and in thy fear will I worship towards thy holy temple’ This resolution 


was not formed merely under the pressure of sorrow or affliction, or like | 


those sacred vows made in the time of trouble, or the hour of danger ; it 
sprung from an intelligent and realising apprehension of the blessing which © 
flowed from its ordinances, and the high privilege of being permitted pub- 
-licly to worship God in the assembly of His people. ‘To be debarred from 
_ such privileges he deemed his greatest privation and severest trial ; nor can 
we conceive language more touchingly descriptive of deep reverence and 
strong affection, than that which he employs with regard to the house of God. 
He said—* O God, thou art my God, early will I seek thee ; my soul thirsteth 
for thee, my flesh longeth for thee, in a dry and thirsty land where no water

It is impossible to enter into the import of these passages, and the reso- 
lution expressed, without admiring his unabated zeal and attachment for the 
house of his God.

Ix the House of Lords yesterday, Lotd Lyndhurst moved the second reading of the 
Alteration of Oaths Bill, the object of which, he stated, was to remove those parts of 
the oaths at present taken by members of both Houses, which were unnecessary and — 
absurd, Inthe oath of allegiance he proposed to make no alteration whatever, as none 
was required, The second oath, the oath of supremacy, was originally aimed against 
the Roman Catholics, and professed to repudiate the authority and supremacy of the 
Pope of Rome; but it was not now required from Roman Catholics, and was only taken 
by Protestants, from whom, indeed, it was perfectly supercrogatory and useless, This 
oath, therefore, was quite useless, and should be abolished, “The oath of abjuration was 
framed against the Pretender, and was an abjuration of all rights of him or his descend- 
ants, It ought to have ceased when the family of tha: Pretender terminated ; and to 
take it now, when there were no descendants of the Pretender in existence, was nothing 
but an idle mockery. He proposed, therefore, to retain nothing of it but that portion 
which related to the religion of the Severeign, It had been stated that the fourth 
clause of the Bill was intended to admit members of the Jewish persuasion into Parlia- 
ment; but that was entirely unfounded, and he certainly was not the man to attempt to 
do that by a side-wind which their lordships had refused to do openly. ! 

The Earl of Derby had no objection to the second reading of the Bill, provided the 
Government pledged itself that no alteration should be made in the other House of 


- Parlament calculated to remove what were termed Jewish disabilities; but, if that were 


not done, he would strongly recommend their lordships to postpone the consideration of 
it until the next session, 

The Earl of Aberdeeu approved most heartily of the Bill, but refused to give any

| And, in the case we are considering, how strikingly are these views exem- | 
| plified by contrasting the speech of Dr. Whately with that of the Earl of 
Whilst the latter made the humiliating confession, that the 
_ Jews were too few and insignificant to resist even injustice, as they had in 
_ previous ages been too impotent to resist cruelty and persecution, we turn, 
therefore, with a peculiar pleasure to the speech of the eloquent and logical 
| prelate, who, as a dignitary of the church of England, addressed their Lord- 
_ ships in language especially pertinent to communicants of that church, and 
_ thus forcibly presented his views: “If it argued indifference to Christianity 
_ to admit a Jew on certain conditions, it argued indifference to Protestantism 
to allow the Roman Catholics on other conditions a seat in the legislature.” 
And he then drew this sound principle, on which alone a sound decision 
could be tenable ;_ he said, “ We should be opposed, on Christian grounds, 
to any law to exclude religionists on the ground of the creed they held.” — 
_ The learned and Rev. Bishop-next entered into a very logical exposition 
of the inefficacy of the form of the oath, “on the faith of a Christian, 
' to ensure merely. true believers in this creed being only eligible to sit in the 
| House of Commons. He said, “Their Lordships were aware that there 
| were persons, emanating from the German school, who professed to be 
- Christians, in the sense that they believed our Saviour was sent from heaven, 
| just as every great philosopher and legislator was sent from heaven ; and who 
| contended, that though he was an erring mortal, he was a wise and good man; 
that he did some good things; thate much of the story about him was 4 — 
myth, which had some foundation in historical truth. These persons, with 
‘these doctrines, were Christians; and perhaps they were Christians in all 
but the doctrine, etc.; and they would take the oath‘on the faith of a 
Christian.’ ”’ 

This they might do from habit, as many, a vast many, of the lower and 
middling classes use the word Christian as synoiymous with human. But, 
_ to proceed ; this able logician and scholar then here for their Lordships

THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES.

Sir,—As the Jewish press has latterly teemed with numerous articles © 
respecting the Board of Deputies, which has led to much discussion, I ex- 
pect, from your impartiality, that you will insert this letter, as it will eluci- | 


date the subject to many of your readers who are unacquainted with it. 


The Portuguese congregation, on its establishment in this country, appointed 


deputies for the following purposes:—“ watching all Acts of Parliament, Acts 
of Government, laws, libels, addresses, or whatever else may affect the body 


of Jews,” as specified in the letter of invitation to the three German congre- | 


gations, in 1805, to join them and form one Board. _ | 


Previously, at the recommendation of the Portuguese Deputies in 1760, | 


the Great Synagogue named four gentlemen, and the Hambro’ three, as “a 
Secret Committee’; and the two bodies agreed to inform each other of any 
steps they might deem it advisable to take for the protection of the Jews 
generally. | | | 
The powers of the present Deputies are defined in Article 1 of their 


- Regulations, and adopted by the various synagogues in 1850—* That the. 
‘said Deputies shall make observation of all legislative or municipal enact-_ 


ments, and take such steps as they may deem requisite, in order that no 


infringement of the religious rites, customs, and privileges of the Jewish. 


< community may ensue therefrom. They shall also watch over the interests, 
and deliberate on what may conduce to the welfare and improve the political 


condition of the Jews in this empire; and for these purposes they may 
adopt the measures they may think meet, consult the best legal opinions, | 


and call to their aid and advice, and obtain the co-operation of, such persons 
as they may deem requisite and proper.” 
After this explanation, by what right can any of the present Deputies 
want to assume a dictatorial power? 
They were constituted as a conservative political body, not as a legislative 
one. I should suppose every congregation is able to govern itself, and the 


institutions dependent on it, without the interference of strangers, for such | 


the Portuguese would be in respect to the Germans, and the Germans in 


respect to them. For nearly two centuries the Portuguese have governed | 
their own community, and even at the present day will not submit to stran- | 


cers meddling in their government. | 
Another sore point is the number of Deputies each congregation returns 


at. present. ‘The Board has not the power to reduce the numbers, unless | 


every synagogue consents. It may fix how many members every provincial 


congregation may send to the Board, but there ends their power on that although with the best of intentions—our young females to the unavoidable | 


point. The aim of the advocates of this is evident. They want to establish | 


the Great Synagogue as the head of the whole, but they cannot succeed ; 
for the Portuguese, to whom the Jews owe their establishment in this 
country, and who were the founders of the Deputies, might with greater 
reason pretend to it, from being the parent and most ancient synagogue in 
this kingdom, therefore they will never submit to a secondary rank. Yet 

they want no superiority or pre-eminence, but are content with a perfect 
equality with the first; that position they will maintain. Great stress is

I feel truly grateful, and I am sure all my fellow-congregants will unite 
with me in that sentiment, to Mr. Keeling for his kind intentions towards 
us ; but I am fearful, as far as the Board of Deputies is concerned, that all 
interference in the matter of the differences alluded to would be useless. 
Firstly, as the power to certify what is, and what is not, a synagogue, is vested 
in the Chairman of the Board alone, and he, it is well known, refused the 
certificate to the Margaret-street Synagogue ; samy ay | by a resolution of 
the several congregations passed in 1842, defining the duties of the Board, 
it is stated that the guidance of the community in religious matters shall 
remain as heretofore with the religious authorities. Thus he will perceive 


' that in this matter, the Board of Deputies, as at present constituted, is 


powerless. 


It is now upwards of twelve years since the West London Synagogue of 


British Jews were placed under excommunication, an edict disgraceful 
to its authors, but still more disgraceful to the Jewish community, who 


_ could, by this *‘ absence of a general expression of public opinion,” tacitly 


suffer its continuance. “This has been so frequently urged upon the soi- 
disant lovers of civil and religious liberty, that it has become “as tedious as 
a thrice-told tale,” nor should I have again intruded on your good nature, 
had not Mr. Keeling volunteered as the champion of the Chief Rabbi's 
liberal views. It is very true the division took place prior to the Rev. Gen- 


tleman’s assumption of office; but surely Mr. Keeling must allow, that if the 
Cherem had not been in accordance with the Rev. Doctor’s views, he could 


have abolished it, and not, as in every instance that has occurred during his 


tenure of office, rigidly enforced it. What other inference, then, can be — 


drawn, but that it both had, and still has, his approval ? 
And now as regards the mutual concessions hoped for by Mr. Keeling ;

FEMALE EMIGRATION TO-AUSTRALLA.
